The Exglißb, for true Per- 
formance, demanded; and had, the Governor of the Ifland, 
and the Spaniſb Commiſſioners, for Hoſtages; and ſo they 
ſcemed in a fair Way of Settlement here with little, a- do: 
But yer, that they might have ſomething adverſe, a Colonel 
among the Spaniards, who had no Kindneſs for the Governor, 
and was a Man of Intereſt among the Commonalty, per- 
ſuaded them to drive all the Cattle away, and thereby they 
ſhould ſtarve out the Engl; : Which being underſtood, one 
of the Spaniſh Commiſſioners (Don Acoſta, a Portugueſe) 
ſent his Prieſt, an underſtanding Negro, to them, to diffuade 
them from that Courſe: But they, being reſolute, and put 
put on by the Colonel, hanged the Prieſt. Upon which, 
Aceſta, to be revenged on them for the Death of his Prieſt, 
whom he loved, adviſed the Engliſb how to recover the 
Cattle; telling them, they could not be kept long, but ne- 
ceſſarily, in a while, muſt come down into the Plains to drink; 
where, Wait being laid, they might eaſily be ſurptiſed: And 
by his Counſel and Direction the Engiiſ recovered oy

So that the Soldiers being put to feed 
wholly on freſh Fleſh and Fruits, without either Brandy, or 
any kind of Bread, and that aſter they had been long ata 
ſcanty Diet upon ſalt Meat, Sickneſs hugely increaſed among 
them, infomuch that, after their coming to Jamaica, they 
died by Fifty, Sixty, and Wine an ee in a 180 
of Fevers and Fluxes. 2 

Their Streights and Diſtreſſes being great, a on'a 
 Neceflity of haſtening to diſtribute the Soldiers to plant for 
themſelves, that they might have ſomewhat of their ow to 
ſubſiſt on, without depending on the Courteſy of others: 
And accordingly ſeveral” of the Regiments were diſperſed 
inte ſcyeral Places. But though ſuch were their Qccaſions, 
each of them, for his particular private Goods and Neceſa- 
ſaries, yet they could not, without much Difficulty, and: 
many fraitleſs Labouts, obtain to have their Trufiks and 
Staff aſhote to them; and mamy never had them at PE any 
they were catticd back with the Fleet into Egli u. 

Some Diſcontents grew among the chief of em. 1. 
wables, telling Commiſſionet But/zr of his Drunkenneſs 
(which he was oft guilty of, and, in that Condition, had 
diſcovered too much to the Spaniards), and repro ing him 
for it, made him his Enemy, and do practiſe againſt him: And 
thencefor wards he endeavoured to make Factions, and beget 
Diſguſts in the Army. Pen gave Notice of His Intentions ſud - 
denly to ſet Sail for England and would not be diſſuaded or 

diverted from that his Purpoſe; tho it was urged to him, that:

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meanet Sort of all neceſſitous Occaſions; as on Dearths, and 
Damps of Trade: And this Defe& is made the more manifeſt 
by comparing, or ſetting Side by Side, the Condition of 
your Majeſty's poor People; with the State of the poorer Sort 
in the Low Countries, where every Perſor-is ſeen to earn his 
Living, none to beg his Bread: For, from the Example of 
the Lacedemonians, they ſuffer no improſitable Perſon in 
their Commonweal; that is not diſenabled either by Age or 
Impotency; which are truly the Poor, and to whom: our 
Charity ſhould be extended not upon the Vagabond and 
Impoſtor, which is a miſerable Creature all the Day on your 
Majeſty's Highway, but at Night a rank and-ſtout Rogue. . 
But, before I'deſcend to the Remedy of this Defect, which 
is Want of Employment for ſuch as would work, and Want

taken for Grievances by the Subject, who generally'is chamor- 
ous without ſufficient Gtound; although the Things them.

1 Thought it fit for his Majeſty's Service, that ſome Ac- | 
1 count ſhould be made unto him, of our Procecdings in 
the Matter of the Cloth, ſince his Departure; becauſe I do 
find it, from mine own Opinion, more and more perplexed. 
At Hampton. court, before his Majeſty's Going, it may 
pleaſe him to remember, that the Reſolution there taken was, 
that after the Merchants had agreed to take away the Stand 
of Cloth till Chriſtmas, that it concerned his Honour, 
that the Hollanders ſhould ſomewhat feel his Power, and 
Means to diſtreſs them; and, for that Purpoſe, that the Mer- 
chants ſhould call away all their Cloth, now. in the United 
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Provinces; and by Proclamation, a Prohibition ſhould go 
forth, for any more Cloth to be carried to thoſe Parts: And 
accordingly, after their Lordſhips coming to London on 

Wedneſday, they met, and acquainted the Merchants with 
this Purpoſe of his Majeſty, and they took time to give theit 
 Lordſhips Anſwer till Friday, they being, as they ſaid, but 
a few, and not able to bind the whole Company, which 
muſt be done by a Court. So Yeſterday they came, and 
Alderman Cockaine, in the Name of the reſt, delivered, That

E have been this Day at Council, as 1 wrote to your 
Lordſhip: And, firſt, have given Anſwet to the O4⁴ 
ed, according to his Majcſty's Commandment ſigni- 
fed by Mr. Edmonds; which was alfo confirmed by my Lord 
Chamberlain being preſent. One of them, Mr. Towerſon, 
beſought their Lordſhips, that they would be Mediators to 
his Majeſty, that their next Offers might be accepted.

To ſhew what Harm and e ee ariſeth from ſuch 
Men to the common Good, I will not conſult the Chronicles, 
or call to Witneſs the Records, of paſt Ages: This pteſent 
Time is a ſenſible Inſtance of the Effects of it, when ſo many are 
reduced to a Morſel of Bread; nay, many ſo unaequainted 
with the Taſte, of Bread, that they have forgot the Uſerof/ 
their Teeth ; and very many, that formerly could entertain 
Strangers, ate now begging from Door to Door; and Fa- 
mine and Death are to be ſeen, in viſible, Characters, in the 
Faces of the Poor. And had this progeeded immediately 
from Divine Vengeance, and that the Scarcity of: Proviſion 
had ariſen directly from the Want of it, it had been ſupport- 
able: But, praiſed be God! there is a ſufficient Store of 
Corn and Grain among us, to ſuſtain us, and our Neighbours, 
could it be drawn. out from the greedy Clutches of thoſe 
ravenous Ingroſſers. They have been exclaimed on (faith: 
Pulton), and condemned in Parliament, from one Genera- 
tion to another, as appeareth by the ſeveral Statutes made in 
the Reign of H. III. E. I. E. Ill. R. I. and others. Nullus 
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Furtſtellarius in villa patiatur morari (ſaith the Statute of 
34 E. I), qui pauperum /it depreſſor manifeſts, © totins 
communitatis & patriæ publicus mimicus, &c. Nay, the 
Act and Name of a Foreſtaller were ſo odious in old time, 
that it was moved in Parliament to have it eſtabliſhed by 
Law, that a Foreſtaller ſhould be baited out of the Town 
where he dwelt by Dogs, and whipped forth with Whips. 
The Statute of 51 H. II. bids to inquire of Foreſtallets,. that 
buy any thing before the due and accuſtomed Hour, againſt 
the good State and Weal of the Town and Market; ot that 
paſs out of the Town, to meet ſuch Things as come to 
Market, being out of Town, to tlie Intent that they may 
fell the ſame in the Town more dear unto Regrators, that 
utter it more dear than they would that brought it, in caſe 
they had come to the Town or Market. And, Gentlemen, 
you ſhall find, that by the Diſuſe of the antient Cuſtom (uſed 
in all Places in England and Ireland, except this County, and | 
hereabout) to buy and fell in the open Market, all this 
Miſchief is come upon us: And, were the Law carefully put

"HE SE Two Bills, the Twins of One Birth, of near 
Reſemblance in their Extent and Operation, ſtand be- 
fore you at one time, to receive their Sentence of Approbation 
or Rejection: The one points to the Courts and Officers, 
where Suits are managed; the other aims at the Extravagancy 
of him that ſues. Sometimes Suits are commenced without 
any Neceſſity, and protracted without any Reaſon : Some- 
times they are undertaken upon very {light Grounds, and 
fomented only out of Humour to vex the Party.

Wantonneſs or Melancholy, phyſic themſelves into a Diſ- 
caſe, and, by labouring to remove an imaginary Obſtruction, 
contract a real and unremoveable Diſtemper. The common 
Sort of People are naturally ſo litigious, and prone to Con- 
tention, that they are nut ſatisfied with their own, nor pleaſed 
quietly and cheaply to recover their Right, unleſs it be uſhered 
in · by a Verdict or Decree, or awarded by the Judgment of 
another : Nay, even thoſe that ſit in the higher Forms, and 
pretend to Metal and Gallantry, they account it a great Im- 
peachment of their Courage, tamely to ſubmit to an Ac- 
commodation ; and 'prodigally, and vain-gloriouſly,. will 
throw away, a hundred Pounds, rather than be crofſed in the 
N of a Shilling.

their ſupernumerary Bags, ſo they may but utterly exhauſt the 
little Purſe of their lean Antagoniſt. Thus the Tumour of 
the haughty Man is inflamed, the Thirſt of the Covetous 
increaſed, the 1 F of the Wrangler hardened, the eaſy 
Man is wheedled, the rich Man milked, and the poor Man 
ſqueezed, and all trepanned into a certain Expence, by the 
greedy Expectation of an uncertain Succeſs; while the hun- 
gry Pettifoggers (the Vermin of the Long Robe, the ſuper-

to do for me, and to ſettle me in my Countrey, herby after all my 
Travailes, I may enjoy ſome Eaſe of my Mynde. It may be remembred 
that in breakinge the Enterpriſe of Stukelies Pretence toward Ireland, 
my Service therin, ſaved, in her Highnes Purſe, 20 tymes the Value 
of this Demaund. What I paſſed in my laſte Spaniſbe Services, it is

] receaved this Daye Lettres from Lyenes, declaringe how Michael 
Sael, a Factoure, ther for the Spanyards had receaved Intelligence 
out. of Spayne, with a diſpatche unto the _Emperoure, and another 
to the Duke of Terra Nova, confyrminge the Cardinall Kynge of Por- 
tupall's Deathe. They wryte directlie from fondrye Parts, how the 
Catholicke Armye is prepared for the Realmes of her Majeſtie, yt 
the Affaires of Portugalle doe not lett their Enterpriſe, and to the 
Intent her Highnes maye not be ſuccoured, they have at Rome ex- 
communicated her. The Cardinal Alexandrine, Nepuew to Pope 
Pius Quintus, hath cauſed many Copies of the Excommunicatione 
to be prynted, for to diſperſe them Abroad amongs the Ambaſſa- 
dors, and others of Rome.

into any Hoſtillitye with Exglande. The Abbote of Briſemio, a 
Neapolitan, which was Nuntio in Flourence, in Pope Pius Quintus 
Tyme, and now the Spaniſhe Kyngs Agent at Rome, hath ben an 
earneſt Sollictour to the Pope, for the Excommunicatione againſt 
the Q. Majeſtie. Arnold Secretarye to Monſr. Maluifer is yet heare, 

now his Brother hath receaved his Patent from the Scottiſhe Q. to 
be her Treaſurer, and entereth into the Accompts of his Office at 
Midſummer: I do ſend herewith a Copie of Pope Pius Quintus Bulla 
de excom. againſte her Highnes, and an Indulgence procured by 
Don Bernardine de Mendoſa, to Poiſon therwith the Myndes of her 
Highnes Subjects.

(and that often) with a Sailor's Cap, blue Shirt, and Canvaſs- 
Breeches. At preſent he had a purple Roll over his uſual Ruſſian 
Habit, nothing about his Neck, and his Hair cut to his Ears. How 
he received the King, my A'tthor (being not admitted till after- 
- wards) could not tell; but he found them in a large Room; the 
King fitting on one Side of the Table in a Chair without Arms, 
and the Czar exactly oppoſite, during the whole Time of their 
Conference; which laſted above an Hovr.

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| HE Indiſpoſition of my Body hath confined me to my 
Chamber, we muſt now therefore diſcourſe by Letters: 

Your Petition for Peace I ſee is not ſo happy as to find Succeſs 
in Parliament, at which while I wondred, I began to conſider 
the Reaſons, which are diverſe as the Perſons oppoſing it ; there- 
fore you mult firſt obſerve the Oppoſers, and then the Reaſons 
will be evident. It is not fit the Houſes of Parliament ſhould 
deny the obedient Citizens of Landon any thing, for e 


be diſtaſteful to the City; nor yet grant the Requeſt of the 
Petition, for that may be deſtructive to the Profit of many Mem- 
bers of both Houſes, and to ſome even of the City itfelf. It was 
therefore wifely done of my abortive Lord Mayor and his zea- 
lous SeQaties, to attempt the ftrangling of it in the Birth, by 
committing forme that were active about it; their Reaſons are

ſhould be any more concluſive to the Lords, who have an equal 
Share in the legiſlative Power, more than theirs to you; and why 
you ſhould more inſiſt upon them in this Caſe than in others, 
where the Inducements to recede were not ſtronger, if fo ſtrong - 
as in this, I confeſs, I cannot underſtand. The Arguments urged 
upon you from the Proclamations, have. been raiſed, either from 
the Title of the Proclamation, or the Penalty in caſe of Non-con-

Sick Perſon. imagines 
himſelf on the Brink of, there are Anxieties beyond the Power 
of Phyſic to remove; in which Caſe ſome 20 is unqueſtion- 
ably requiſite. The Soul, like the Body in Anguiſh ds. in 
need of Advice and Aſſiſtance, and there is a G bel : as there are 
Cordial diſpens d for the Service of the one as of the other. The 
Clergyman therefore, whoſe Education muſt give him ſome 
Judgment in thoſe Debates, and is early in his. Advice to his

The prudent Viſit of a Divine may in ms! {7 Or and

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N Wedneſday the as. the 3 of Baden came to wait 
on the Elector. I had then an Opport unity to take Baron 
Forfiner aſide, and to reſume the Converſation in which we were 


mterrupted the Day before, and to prepare him for what I deſigned 


to entertain His Highneſs with. The Diſcouric I had with the Baron 
turned upon theſe Pointe. 

I repreſented to him how. much the common Cauſe ſuffered by 
the preſent Proceedings on the Rhine, and that if a Fatality ſhould 
happen in the Low Countries, it would moſt certainly be imputed to 


His Highneſs's permitting the Enemies to retreat from theſe Parts, 


and that the Allies were already very uncaſy to ſee your Grace's Pro- 
greſs in a Manner ſtopt by theſe: Detachments. I alſo told him, 
that it was to be feared that ſome Body might be angry enough, in 


our Houſe of Commons, to cenſure His Highneſs's Conduct, at 


which he ought not to be ſurprized; ſince it was not with England 
and Holland as it was with the Empire; that we felt in a very ſenſible 
Manner the Weight of the War, and wiſhed for nothing but a ſafe 
and happy Concluſion thereof. I then proceeded to tell him,. that 
His Highneſs was charged with concealing the true Force of his 
Army, and repreſenting the Miſeries thereof greater than they were in 
Effect; and deſired him to reflect on what the World faid : and told 


hirn, that he could not be ignorant, that by the generality there was 


a very bad Reaſon given ſor his Maſter's Inaction; and that there 
were but a few, and thoſe his Friends, who believed he acted thro 
a Spirit of Reſentment, which was not a ſufficient Excu ſe for the 


Allies. 


This 
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This is the Subſtance of what I ſaid to the Baron that Day, and 
the Day before; to which he. replied, that he found I was unac- 
quainted With his Maſte's Cohditioh : and Rid, the ſevere Cenſurts 
of the World were-nothing new to him; that we had been impoſed 
upon by Mr Deſchlick with regard to the State of the Army, and 
to the Money he pretended to have brought with him from Vienna 
to ſupply the Neceſſities thereof. As he was coming to Particulars 
upon theſe Matters, we were intertupted; and he faid, he would 
refer me to the Margrave, who was deſirous to ſee. me as ſoon as 
poſſible; deſigning to open himſelf very freely upon theſe Matters. 

The Margrave was fo taken up with the Elector, that I had only 
an Opportunity to make him a Compliment. The Diſcourſe with the 
Margrave paſſed upon indifferent Subjects, but as he left us to go to 
Schwalbach, he ordered me to come to him the next Day; which 
I did deſign to do, had I not heard that he was then ſo much out 
of order, that he could ſee no Company. His Diſtempers are Wind 
in the Stomach, and the Spleen, together with a Shortneſs of 
Breath. When he carne bere, he paſſed on Horſeback through the 
Alleys, to avoid coming up Stairs: And the Elector told me, that 
after having conducted him into his Apartment, he was foe Time 
before he could recover his Breath to ſpeak to him. | 
| Yeſterday Morning I waited on His Highneſs, whom T found 
ſick in Bed. He began his Diſcourſe by thanking me for the Free- 
dom with which I had ſpoken to Baron Forſtner, which Matters, 
he ſays, it would be eaſy for him to clear. | 

As to the State of the Army, he ſaid we had been groſly deceived 
by Mr Deſchlick; and he deſired me to give him ſome Account of 
the Computation he had made, which I did according to the Liſt 
I ſent your Grace the 2 1ſt paſt. Upon which the Prince aſſured 
me, upon his Honour, that his Troops wee in ſuch a Condition at 
preſent, that if he were to paſs the Rhine with Twelve Men, he 
could leave but Nine for the Defence of the Lines, for the Garri- 
ſons, and for the Black Foreſt z which he would make appear 25

The next Point we diſcourſed upon, was the Money which 
Count Scblick pretended to have brought from Vienna; he ſaid, that 
he had heard the Count gave out, that he had brought 1900 Flo- 
rins; but the Margrave aſſured me, that he brought but 180; of 
which this Elector had 60, in Payment of a Debt; the Margrave 18, 
for his Portions for Winter Quarters; each Imperial Regiment 8, 
the Margrave's Regiment of Baden excepted; and that he could not 
n 

Mr Deſchlick had alſo aſſured us, that he had paid the Urea 
Regiments all their Arrears, and for a good Part of the Summer ; 
which the Margrave gave me his Word to be falſe, and defired me 
to undeceive your Grace in theſe Points. 

The Count had alſo perſuaded us, that he had remedied in a Man- 
ner the Defet of Powder, which the Margrave denies; and affirms, 
that he has ſcarce enough far a Day of Battle, much leſs for a Siege. 

He defigns to inform your Grace of all : theſe Matters in a few 
Days, He will alſo write to the States General upon the fame 
Subjeft. And it is his Intention to ſend Copies of thoſe Letters to : 
the Diet of Ratisben, and to the Emperor, of whom be wil defire 5 
Satisfaction and Reparation for Mr Deſchlick's Aſperſions. 

His Highneſs told me, that at the Conference held at Raſtat, Mr 
Defchlick delivered it as his Qpinion, that he was ſenſible no Opera- 
tion could be made on the Rhine, that all Neceſſaries were wanting, 
and that it was not in his Power to bring Remedy to thoſe Defects; 
therefore he judged it neceſſary to detach from the Rhine to Hungary. 

If His Highneſs is to be relied on, there will certainty ee e great 
deal of Obliquity in Mr De/chlick's Proceedings. 

When the Count was with the Margrave, he endeavoured to per- 
ſuade him that this Elector was no more his Friend. Upon which 
Matter thoſe Princes came to an Eclairciſſement at their Meeting, 
and the Elector gave the Margrave all Manner of Aſſurances to the 
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contrary; and told His Highneſs, that Traight ſerve a8 a Wittel of 


his good Intentions towards him. 

The Prince complained,” that the Dutch Rabe to govern this 
War wirh too much Authority; to which (fince without Doubt the 
ſame Complaint was deſigned againſt England) I took the Liberty to 


reply, that it was a received Maxim that Power would follow Riches, - 
and that it was very natural to believe, that they who had the 


greateſt Share' in the Support ef this War, would alſo expect to have 
a proportionable Share in the Direction thereof. 

As for the Margrave declining hitherto explaining himſelf” par- 
ticularly upon theſe Matters, and making in a Manner a Manifeſto, 
as he ſays he will do at preſent, he gave me this Reaſon; that he had 
always thought it his Duty, rather to ſuffer than to expoſe his Maſ- 
ter; but that Matters were drove to ſuch an Extremity, that he 

thought he owed himſelf this Satisfaction, eſpecially fince all the 
Emperor's Miniſters were ſo induſtrious to amuſe the World with 
falſe Lights, which, he faid, he was very ſenſible could not but 


have an ill Effect with the Allies; who while they are poſſeſſed with 


an Opinion that there is a great Army on the Rhine, he believes will 
ſcarce be brought to give any Aſſiſtance, though the Occaſion were 
never ſo urgent, and though the Enemies ſhould detach from the 
Low Countries, either towards the latter End of this Campaign, or 
about the Beginning of the next. Upon the leaſt Appearance of 
Danger, it is the Prince's Opinion, that the Circle of Swabia will 
take their Party; to which, I own, I think His Highnefs would ra- 
ther perſuade them, than endeavour to divert them from ſuch Mea- 
ſures. 
Alfter this, His Highneſs mentioned to me come of the Reaſons 
why it was not in his Power to prevent the Enemies from detaching 
from the Rhine; but I paſs them by at preſent, ſince he deſigns to 
treat that Matter at large in his Letter to your Grace. 

He told me, that he had taken his Party, and that it was his Re- 
ſolution to retire to his Wife's Eſtate in Bohemia, if the Emperor did 
not ſoon put him upon another Foot.

Targuins Luſt; then ſhe was govern'd a- while by Conſulls, fo 
call'd a Conſulendo, carrying a Memento of their Duty in their 
Names: Then followed the Decemvirs, who were put down for the 
ſame Vice that deſtroyed the Kings; after that, the Supremacy was 
elated to two Tribunes; then it revolved to Conſuls, then to Tri- 
bunes again, but more than two, which laſted a good Tract of 
Time above ſeventy Veers; then came Conſuls in again the third 
Time; after that Dictators, until Caius Julius Czſar's Time, who 
was the firſt perpetuall Dictator, and a little after the firſt Emperor, 
though it coſt him dear; for, he might be ſayed to have cimented 
the F oundation of the Roman Empire with his own Bloud, being 
murther'd in the Senat by ſmall contemptible Tools, yet it re- 


main'd in his Progeny to ſix Deſcents, viz. to Domitius Nero. 


Thus after ſo many Rotations or RetrogrMations of Demers 
ments, and a Kind of Cuſhion Dance of ſeveral Kind of Rulers, 
the Imperial was eſtabliſhed at laſt, and the ſucceſſive Emperours 
were us'd to be choſen by the Senat, and then faluted by the Army; 
but afterwards the legionary Soldiers and Pretorian Bands made 
Emperours /ub haſta | in the Field, and Galla was the firſt who was 
choſen ſo, and that with the Conſent of the Senat; now It was the 
moſt unpolitique Act that ever the Roman Senat committed, which 
prov'd fo fatal to ſo many of the following Emperours who held 
not their Security as much as s their Lives from the Soldiers, which 


took

took them away at kleſure; for after that the Election paſs'd from 
the Senat to the Sword, ther were above thirty Emperours that 
were put to violent Deaths, and ſom of them very tragical, four 
murthered themſelfs, many alſo of thoſe that were adopted Cſars, 
and deſign'd to ſucceed in the Empire were untimely made away, 


being rays'd to that Pitch that on ee FRO the e as an 
Author ſayes. 


But to go more punctually to rk, we will muſter up here moſt 
of thoſe Emperours that came to immature and violent Deaths; 
Julius Ceſar was aſſaſſinated in the Senat. O#avius the firſt Au- 
guſtus (called ſo, ab augendo Imperium, from enlarging the Territo- 
ties of the Empire) was made away by his Wife Livia; Tiberius 
by Marco; Caligula by Caſſius Cibereus; Claudius poyſon'd by his 
Wife Agrippina; Nero and Otho flew themſelfs; Galba and Vitellius 
were done away by the Soldiers; Domitian by Stephanus; Commodus 
by Letus, and Elkius, Pertinax and Julianus by the Prætorian 
Bands; Caracalla by Macrinus Command; Macrinus, Heliogabalus,. 
Alexander, Maximinus, Maximus, and Balbinus, by the Soldiers; 
Hoſtilianus by Gallus and Aimilianus, and they by the Legions; Fa- 
lerianus died in Parthia; Florianus was acceſſary to his own Death; 
Aurelianus murther'd by his own meniall Servants; Gallienus, Vin 
tillus, Tacitus and Probus, by the Militia, &c. k 


Now, that which heightned the Spirits of the Soldiery to 7 In- 
ſolencies, was the Largeneſſes, and Encreaſe of Salary, that the Præ - 
torian Bands us'd to receaye from the new Emperour, which per- 
nicious Kind of Bounty was begun firſt by Claudius Ceſar, and is 
now practiſed by the Turk: For every new Sultan uſeth to enhance 
the Pay of the Spahies and Janiſſaries, to ſo many Aſpers more for 
fear of mutinieing, which in time may be the Bane of the Ottoman 
Expire, or ſuch hath bin the Preſumption allready of the ſayed 


Janizaries 
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— 
ziehe late that they haye murther'd two of their eren 
in leſſe than five and twenty Veers. 

In the Roman Empire the military Bands came to ſuch an 
Exorbitancy of Power, that ſometimes they did proſtitute, and 
put the Empire to Sale by publique Outcry, as we read how Sulpi- 
lianus offered twenty Seſtertiums (which are neer upon eight Pounds 
Sterling a- piece) to every Soldier; but Julianus rays d the Market 
higher, and out- bad him; Cauſtantine the Great (the firſt 
Chriſtian Emperour, and a Britain born) found out the Policy to 
regulate, and leſſen the Prætorian Bands, till he quite caſheerd 
them, and at laſt reduc'd them to ſuch a. Number that "P" 
could do no hurt. 


The Removal of the 3 Gon to Contantinope, en it 
prov d advantagious to the Biſhop of Rome, ' who had the City 
transferr'd unto him by way of a pious Donation. from 'Conftantine 
about his Departure from Italy to the Levant,” as the Church Annals 
affirm, though fome by Way of Drollery and Derogation to the

they proſper d! in Poland. ) The Hunns took ſuch firm footing, that 
they gave the Name to Hungary; the Longobards to Inſabria, and

| inſomuch, that the preſent King of Spain doth acknowledge himſelf

But to proceed from the main Subject, the Eaſtern Part of the 
Roman Empire bore up many Ages after Conftantine with ſome 
Luſtre in the Levant, though the northweſt Parts ſuffered many 
Eclipſes, being ſo pittifully dilacerated and torn by the Fury of fo- 
rein Nations. Now the chiefeſt Cauſe therof may be aſcrib'd to 
the Remotenes of the Emperours Perſon at Conſtantinople, who by 
Reaſon of ſo incommunicable a Diſtance could not reach a timely 


Hand to aſſiſt them with Auxiliaries; but about the Yeer eight 
hundred, a new kind of auſpicious Star appear'd in the Weſt, which 


was Charlemain, whom the Germans do claym to be their Compa- 
triot, though they go a great Way back, and fetch him from Pha- 
ramond, or the firſt Race of the Kings who ien n, and by 


Way of Conqueſt, call'd it France. 


Charlemain was the Grandchild of Charles Martel, who —9 
Maire of the Place, or chief Steward, and Surintendent of the 

' King's Court, gott his Son Pepin to be crown'd King of France, 
over the Head of Chilperic his Liege, Lord and Maſter; Martel 
giving out, that he did not follow the Ambition of his Heart, but 
the Inſpirations of Heaven in this Act; fo the Scotis Stories tells 
us, that the Family of the Stewards came to be Kings of Scotland, 
22 3 by 
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by taking their Surnames from their Office; for as Charles Martel! | 
was in France, ſo the firſt. of them was Steward of * Kings Court 


in HMlland. 


Pepin though a little Man did great Exploits, for he croſs'd the 

Apes, and recover'd Lombardy where a Race of Goths had bin Kings 

above 200 Yeers, and at his Return to France confetr'd the Exar- 
chatſhip, or Viceregency of 1taly upon the Biſhop of Rome. 


Charlemain his Son did higher Atchiavements, for he clammer'd 
ore the Pyreneans, and debell'd the Saracens in Spain, diſcomfited the 
Saxons, and confirm'd the Conqueſt of Tah, ſo that he was ſo- 
lemnly ſaluted Emperour of the Weſt at Rome, by the general Voice 
and wonderfull Acclamations of the Peeple, and fo confirm'd by 
the Popes Benediction Leo the 4th on Chriſtmas Day. 


Nicephorus in Conſtantinople ſtorm'd extremely at firſt ther ſhold be 
another Emperour beſides himſelf, alledging that he was the ſole 
Roman Emperour, and accordingly us'd to fend his Exarques, or 
Viceroyes to govern Tah, but not knowing how to remedy it, he 
complied at laſt with Charlemain, who then kept his Court in Ger- 
many, where he died, and was buried at Aquiſgrave, leaving Ludovicus 
his Son to ſucceed him, who partitioning the Empire afterwards 
twixt his three Sons did wonderfully enervat and enfeeble it, as a 


great River cut out into many Armes and Sluces, muſt needs grow 
weaker and ſhallower in her firſt Bed. 


Now, though Charlemain was an extraordinary heroique, and a 
magnanimous gallant Man as his Actions tell us, yet his Children 
for four Deſcents together did ſtrangely degenerat, and prov'd but 
poor ſpirited Men: His Son Lewis was call'd the Gentle for his ſoft 

Nature, Charles the Bald was of a baſer Alloy than hee, Lewis the 
Stuttering inferior to both, Charles the Groſſe the laſt Emperour and

King of France died a moſt diſaſtrous Death : After him 8 Empire 
was ſoly devolv'd to the Germans; Charlemain and his Dependants 
enjoy d it 118 Leers, then it came to the Houſe of Saxony who held 
it 117 Leers, the Houſe of Suevia 110; other Families (whereof the 
Houſe of the Count Palatin of the Rbin, and of Naſaw were ſome-

Oncerning the Character and Title of Emperour, it is of a 
younger Date than that of King; and among the Romans, 
it was in the Beginning given to him who was Commander. in chief 
of the Militia, nor was it neer of ſuch a Tranſcendency then as 
now it is; he was at firſt but tutoye; he was but Thou'd when he 
was ſpoken unto; but afterwards i in regard, he had the Preroga- 
tive to conferr Honors and Offices, to grant Pardons, and Patents 
of Grace, with other obliging Motives, the Courtiers, eſpecially 
the Churchmen began to magnifie, or rather deifie him with ſu- 
blime Attributes, as we read in Symmachus's Epiſtles to Theodofius 
and Valentinian, wherein his Stile unto them is, Veſtra eternitas, 
veſtrum numen, veſtra perennitas, veſtra clementia, &c. then he be- 
gan to be call'd, Divus Imperator; but touching the Title of Ma- 
jeſtas, which was given ab augendo Imperium (as was touch'd be- 
fore) or as ſome wold have it, a majori ſtatu; it is an Attribute of 
no great Antiquity, for it is not found among the old Authors, 
and it came not till Henry the Second's Time to France, who is not 
us'd to be backward in — and Trenne Title of Great- 
neſs to herſelf.

Beauty of the Mind is ſhewed in grateful 
and acceptable Forms and Sweetneſs of Behaviour; and they that 
have that Gift, ſend them to whom, they deny any Thing, better 
contented away than Men of contrary Diſpoſition do thoſe to whom 
they grant. Health conſiſteth in an, uaremoveable Conſtancy and 
F wes ar from Paſſions, which are indeed the Sickneſſes of the Mind. 
Strength of the Mind is that active Power which makes us perform 
good Things, and great Things, as well as Health; and even Tem- 
per of the Mind keeps us from thoſe that are evil and baſe. All 
theſe three are to be ſought for, though the greateſt Part of Men 
have none of theſe. Some have one, and lack the other two; a few 
attain to have two of them, and lack the thud; and almoſt none

eaſy to make a comely Garment for a Body that is of itſclf well pro- 
portioned ; whereas a deformed Body can never be ſo helped by 
Taylors Art, but that the Counterſeitings will appear. And in the 
Form of our Minds it is a true Rule that a Man may mepd! his 
Faults with as little Labour as he may cover them. Fhe fGownd 
Way is by Imitation; and to that End good Choice is to be made of 
thoſe with whom you converſe: Therefore your Lordſhip: ſhould 
affect their Companies whom you find to. be worthieſt, and mut par- 
tially think them worthy whom «you affect. To attain t Health 
of Mind, we muſt uſe the ſame Means which we do for the Haalth 
of our Bodies; that is, to make Obſervation what Diſea ſeas we ate 
apteſt to fall into, and to provide againſt them. For Phyſie hath not 
more Medicines againſt the Diſeaſes of the Body, than Reaſon hath 
: Preſervations againſt the Paſſions of the Mind! 21868; nod Ilir 
The Stoics were of Opinion, that there was no Way to attain to this 
even Temper of Mind, but to be ſenſeleſs; and ſo they part with 
Good to ranſom themſelves from Evil. But not only Divinity, but 
cven Philoſophy her Handmaid, doth condemn our” Want of Cart 
and Induſtry, if we do not win very much upon ourſelves. Tb 
prove which, 1 will only uſe one Inſtanee. There is nothing in 
Nature mare general nor more ſtrong than the Fear of Death; 
and there is nothing to a natural Man more impoſſible than to re- 
bolxe agiinlt Death. But both Martyrs for Religion, Heathets'for 
Glory; ſome for Love of their Country, others for Affection to one 
ſpecial Perſon, have encountered Death without Fear, and ſuffered 
it without Shew of Alteration. * And therefore, if Man have con- 
quered Paſſion schiefeſt and ſtrongeſt Fortreſs, it is Lack of Under 
ſtanding in Him if he get not an abſolute Victory. To ſet down 
Ways how a Man ſhould attain to that active Power, which in this 
Place I call Strength of Mind, is much harder than to give Rules 
in either of the other two. For Behaviour and good Forms 
be gotten by Education, and Health and even Temper by Obſer- 
vation. But if there be not in Nature ſome Aptneſs to this active
